1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 

invention patented in Pat. No. 6,328,533. The improvements are the first forward sweep angle 

and the second forward sweep angle are situated at a radially external area of the leading edge 

between 60% and 100% of the radial height of the rotating blade.
